ADMISSION  AND  REGISTRATION 

A  student's  admission  credentials  must  be  on  file  in  the  Registrar's  office  before  a  matricu- 
lation card  will  be  issued. 

REGULAR  STUDENTS— A  complete  official  transcript  of  the  high  school  and  college 
record  must  be  on  file  for  students  planning  to  remain  at  Memphis  State  College  for  more 
than  the  Summer  Quarter. 

NOTE:  A  transcript  is  not  necessary  for  students  attending  another  college  and  who  plan 
to  be  at  Memphis  State  for  the  Summer  Quarter  only.  Instead  of  a  transcript,  they  should 
have  the  registrar  send  a  statement  of  good  standing  to  this  office.  The  statement  should 
give  the  student's  classification. 

Registration  procedure. 

a.  Secure  registration  material  from  the  Registrar's  office  or  Director  of  your  school. 

b.  Have  your  schedule  approved  by  your  advisor  or  your  major  professor. 

c.  After  your  schedule  has  been  approved,  pay  your  fees  in  the  Bursar's  office. 

d.  Get  instructors'  approvals  of  courses. 

e.  Leave  materials  with  the  Dean  or  your  Director. 

Veterans  must  get  veteran's  file  approved  by  Mr.  Davis.  Follow  instructions  above  for 
securing  registration  materials. 

All  women  students,  whether  they  live  in  the  dormitory  or  elsewhere,  must  have  the  Dean 
of  Women's  notation  that  place  of  residence  is  approved.
